Strange as it may appear, America abounds | 
in antiquities, so extensive, so beautiful and} 
majestic, as to rival those of ‘Thebes or 
Nineveh. Ruins of ancient cities of immense 
extent; fortifications, mounds and pyramids ;| 
temples with walls built of hewn stone, show- 
ing a refined taste in architecture — and ad- 
orned with human figures, beautifully exe- 
cuted ; large altars ornamented with hiero- 
glyphics, probably giving a record of those 
who reared them, but which no man has been 
able to decipher; remains of ancient palaces, | 
with beautiful specimens of sculpture and 
painting, with many other marks of ancient) 
greatness, prove to us that this is not a new 
world, but that a powerful empire existed at 
avery remote period of time, teeming with | 


previous to the discovery of the continent by | 
Europeans, 

The antiquities of America extend from the 
Eastern shores of Maine and Massachusetts 
to the Pacific, and from the great lakes and 
British dominions to Peru and La Platta in 


tent of the continents. Immense forests grow 
over the ruins of large cities, and the sigantic | 
size of the trees, with indications that other! 
generations of trees sprung up and grew be- 
fore them, proves that the ruins were in ex- 
istence before the Christian era. In every 
portion of the United States interesting ruins 
have been discovered, In the State of New 
York have been found sculptured figures of 
one hundred animals of different species, ex- 
ecuted in a style far surpassing the Indi- 
ans. The State of Ohio abounds in ruins of 
towns and fortifications, with extensive tow - 
ers and pyramids. At Marietta, and in Mis- 
souri, beautiful pottery, silver and copper or- 
naments, and pearls of great beauty and lus- 
tre, have been dug from the earth. In the 
caves of Tennessee and Kentucky, mum- 
mies have been found in a high state of pre-| 
servation, clothed with cloths and skins of! 
various texture, inlaid with features. Like 
discoveries have been made at Carrolton, 
near Milwauke, in the State of Wisconsin— 
ruins of huge fortifications appear. Similar 
ruins appear in the State of Missouri. On 
the south side of the Missouri river, in the 
western portion of the State, is an inclosure | 
of some five hundred acres, which includes | 
the ruins of a building (no doubt an ancient 
tower) with walls one hundred feet high, and 
eighty at the base, attached to which areas 
redoubt and citadel, with work much resem- 
. 
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bling the structure of a tower in Europe. 
But it is in the south of Mexico that magni- 
ficent and beautiful ruins present themselves 
in abundance. Ruins of majestic cities and 
magnificent temples and altars with beautiful 
works of sculpture tastefully wrought ; pal- 
aces adorned with paintings — colors chiefly 
sky-blue and light-green — which show by 
their richness and elegance to be the work of 
highly cultivated people. 

Those ruins, majestic and beautiful in ap- 
pearance, but overgrown with thick forests 
of mahogany and cedar of immense dimen- 
sions and great age, prove to the world that 
a great empire teemed with an immense pop- 
ulation, a people skilled in the mechanical 
arts, and in an advanced state of cultivation. 
The most extensive ruins are to be found at 
Uxmal and Palenque, in the south-east of 
Mexico. At Uxmal are immense pyramids 
coated with stone, and quadrangular stone 
edifices and terraces, The height of one of 
these pyramids is 130 feet, and on the sum- 
mit is supported a temple. On one of the 
fagades of the temple are four human figures, 
cut into stone, with great exactness and ele- 
gance. ‘The hands are crossed upon the 
breast, the head is covered with something 
like a helmet, about the neck is a garment 
of the skin of the alligator, and over each 
body is a figure of a death's head and bones. 

At Palenque—a city of great extent — are 
immense ruins, with the remains of a royal 
palace. One temple, that of Copan, is 520 
feet by 650 and supposed to have been as 
large as St. Paul’sat Rome. Another temple 
of great dimensions is here, having an en- 
trance by a portico one hundred feet long and 
ten feet broad ; it stands on an elevation of 
sixty feet. The pillars of the portico are 
adorned with hieroglyphics and other devices. 
Different objects of worship have been found 
—representations of the gods who were wor- 
shipped inthis country. These temples, with 
fourteen large buildings, and many other ob- 
jects of curiosity, srand here as monuments 
of ancieut greatness, to remind us of the re- 
mote origin of a mighty empire. The city 
has been called the Thebes of America, and 
travellers have supposed that it must have 
been sixty miles in circumference, and con- 
tained a population of 5,000,000 souls. 

Centuries must have elapsed, and dynastics 
succeeded each other, before such orders of 
architecture were introduced, and a great 
length of time must have passed before an 
empire would become sufficiently powerful 
to erect such temples, and possess a city of 
such vast extent. In looking back to the 
past we feel interested in the imagination 
that this people, in the noon-day of glory, 
enjoyed all the fruits and luxuries of an ad- 
vanced civilization; but when we behold 
these ruins, a melancholy reflection must at 
once seize our minds. Onthe ground where 
once nations met in their strength and power, 
wild beasts now roum, and venomous ser- 
pents wend their way ; and over these vast 
cities, where once the busy hum of industry 
and the voice of merriment resounded, grows 


the vast cedar, on whose branches the owl 
chatters discordant notes and the bat sleeps 
at meridian. 
the largest pyramid in the world — that of 
Cholula, It covers 144 acres, 
and is 200 feet high; on its summit was a 
temple, and in the interior has been discov-

ered a vault, roofed with beams ot wood, 
containing skeletons and idols; several small- 
er pyramids surrounded this large one. It 
appears to have been formed by cutting a 
hill into an artificial shape. Its dimensions 
are immense, being nearly two miles in cir- 
cumference, and about 400 feet high. It is 
divided into terraces and slopes, covered with 
platforms, stages and bastions, elevated one 
above the other, and are formed with large 
stone skilfully cut and joined without cement. 
In some respects the style of architecture re- 
sembles the Gothic, being massive and dur- 
able while in other respects it resembles the 
Egyptian—yet the general construction, man- 
ner and style of architecture is different 


| at large. 


from anything hitherto described in the 
world. In Egypt hieroglyphics on stone de- 
note remarkable events which no one has yet 
been able to decipher, 

A dark shade rests on the antiquities of 
America, and few rays of light enliven the 
gloom. We have ancient history to inform 
us of the events of Egypt—how that empire 
wus founded, and how it prospered and fell 
—we have the same record at Babylon, Nin- 
eveh, Greece, Rome and Carthage; but not 
the least information have we in relation to 
those who erected these cities, what people, 
whence they came ; mot a ray of light to dis- 
pei the gloom which seems to rest on the 
earliest history of America. 

Architecture, sculpture, painting, and all 
the arts that adorn civilized life, have flour- 
ished in this country at a period far more re- 
mote. There is evidence sufficient to prove 
that these cities were in ruins at least sixteen 
or eighteen hundred years ago. In Palenque 
are the remains of an altar, over which grows 
an immense cedar, whose powerful yoots en- 
shrine it. The whole city is over-grown with 
mahogany and cedar trees of enormous size. 
The concentric circles of these trees — the 
well-known eycles for a year — have been | 
counted, which showed that they were more) 
than 800 years old, and there were indica- 
tions of another generation of trees having 
sprung up before them. How few reflect on 
the fact that America is an old dominion— 
ths seat of an ancient mighty empire. These | 
facts are opening themselves every day to the | 
eyes of the astonished world; it is to be} 
hoped that the spirit of inquiry, which seems 
at present to animate all classes of learned 
men, may throw light on the early history of 
this remarkable reign.

He-was | 
appointed a Councillor under the American | 
regime, in 1854, and continued in that posi-| 
tion until transferred to the Chief Justiceship | 
of the Superior Court of Suffolk County, in 
the fall:of 1865. Hesat on the bench until 
last spring, when he was obliged to resign in 
consequence of continued iil-health : severe 
shocks of paralysis completely mastering 
him and bearing him to the grave. 

Mr. Nelson was a warm-hearted, generous 

man ; a valuable, public-spirited citizen ; an 
able and. accomplished lawyer.

I have spent 
some time at Greenwood Valley, nearly fifty 
miles from Sacramento, Greenwood is a 
very pleasant little valley, situated very much 
like your Greenwood. It has about the same 
territory, the same population, and runs north 
and south between ranges of hills. ‘Taking 
this for a fair specimen of miner's villages, it 
is easy to sce where much of the miner’ 
money goes. In this small village there are 
six billiard or gambling saleons, and double 
that number of grog shops.

In 
France, for a period of twenty-five years, 
from 1816 to 1041, 16§ per cent, of 100% 
cases of small pox, among the unprotected, 
terminated fatally ; while among the vacci- 
nated there was only I per cent. In Breslau, 
the mortality in small pox cases among the 
unprotected was 534-5 percent.; among 
the vaccinated, 21-9. In Quebec, the mor- 
tality was 27 per cent. among the unprotecteti, 
and 1% among the vaccinated, In Phila- 
delphia, in 240 cases in 1825, 60 per cent. 
were fatal among the unprotected, and none 
among the vaccinated.

We have a dispatch from Trinity Bay an- 
noureing the arrival of the Niegara at that 
lace, and a dispatch confirming the suecess- 
hal laying of the Cable, and that messages 
are now being received. 
To the Associated Pres. 

Trrsrty Bay, August 6. — The Atlantic 
Telegraph fleet sailed from Queenstown on 
Saturday, Jnly 17, and atrived at mid-oecan 
on Wednesday, the 28th. Made the splice at 
Lp. m. on Thursiay, the 29th, and the fleet 
separated — the Agamemnon and Valarous 
bound to Valentia, Ireland, the Niagara and 
Gorgon for this place, where they arrived 
yesterday, and this morning the end of the 
Cable will be landed. 

It is 1698 nautical or 1950 statute miles 


from the Telegraph Ilouse, at the head of) 


Valentia harbor, to the Telegraph House, Bay 
of Bull's Arm, Trinity Bay, and for more than

WOBURN: 


For several years the project of uniting the 
old world with the new by means of a 
telegraphic cable, has been a favorite theme 
with men of seience and enterprise. The tri- 
als made through submarine wires, though of 
limited extent, rendered it certain that there 
would be no difficulty in sending messages 
back and forth through a wire lying at the 
bottom of the ocean, could awire be thus 
laid. With the lapse of time the idea con- 
stantly gathered new importance, till plans 
were set on foot to lay acable. The most 
careful preparations were made, the wire was 
put on board ship, complicated and expensive 
machinery was constructed solely for this 
undertaking, men of wealth and patrons of 
science contributed liberally toward the great 
experiment. The time for the trial arrived— 
the public mind of the world was on tiptoe 
for the result. Some laughed and called ita 
Quixotic wedertaking, others were doubtful, 
a few far-secing minds were hopeful and sure 
of success. Even should the first attempt 
prove a failure, they were tirm in the belief 
that the thing was perfectly feasible, and 
would some day be accomplished. ‘The trial 
was made—ali went on well for a time—mile 
after mile of the iron thread was laid in its 
far down bed, till the middle of the ocean was

This has been taken to mean that the poll 
tax must never in any case exceed one dollar 
and fifty cents. The case tried in the Supreme 
Court arose in Lunenburg. The assessors 
of that town took this view of the matter, 
and accordingly did not levy one-sixth of 
their whole town tax upon polls. A property 
holder refused to pay his taxes in the place 
untill his property was seized, and then 
brought a suit to recover the amount. ji 

Judge Thomas held conclusively that the 
revised statutes do not restrict the amount 
of the poll tax in all cases to the sum named ; 
but only in the case of taxes for county and 
town purposes (exclusive of highway taxes,) 
excess then and then only to be taxed to 
property. But one-sixth of the whole 
amount of all other taxes, such as State and 
school, without reference to amount, is to be 
assessed to the polls. As the tax was not 
levied according to law, the plaintiff recover- 
ed.—Cambridge Chronicle.

| first step was to secure a charter. Consulting 
| the historical narrative of the company, we 
| find this was obtained in April, 1854, from 
! the Colonial Government of Newfoundland— 
the act being entitled ‘An Act incorporating 
‘a Company for the establishment of Tele- 
graphic Communication between Europe and | 
America.” The Company was thenceforth 
known as ‘lhe New York, Newfoundland, | 
and London ‘Telegraph Cofffpany.” It re- 
ecived various grants from the Government 
jof Newfoundland, subsequently from that of | 
Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, and finally from the Crown of 
| England and the Congress of the United | 
States. 
The specifie object for which this Company 
was organized was the laying of a telegraphic 
cable across the Atlantic, between Valentia 
Bay, in the southwest part of Ireland, and; 
Trinity Day, Newfoundland. The distance 
between the two points is 1650 miles. Sur- 
veys of the ocean bed were authorized and 
carried out by the United States and English 
governments, and the results arrived at by 
the different surveying otticers, though differ- 
ing as to details, established the facts of the | 
approximate depth of water on the plateau, 
| and of the character of the bottom as affecting | 
| the stability of the cable when laid. It was 
found that at no point was the water more; 
| than 2000 fathoms deep, and that the average 
depth was some 200 fathoms less. ‘The bed 
of the ocean was found uniformly smooth, 
(and favorable to the undisturbed location of a 
cable; and it was thought, from experiments | 
‘tried, there were no undercurrents of percep- | 
‘tible force to imterfere with the wire either | 
before or after it reached its resting-place.— !

Nil desperandum. What is success but the 
masterly pursuit of failure ! At this time, the 
Company was of course much dishearted, but 
Mr. Field infused into it some of the sanguine 
hope which he himself felt, and it was resoly- 
ed to order the manufacture of 1000 miles 
more cable, with a view of proceeding to 
make a second trial in 1858. Mr. Field, dur- 
ing the winter, was made manager and gen- 
eral agent of the company. He procured, 
by consent of the U. 8. Government, for his 
Chicf Engineer, Mr. M. i. Everett, of the U. 
8. Corps of Engineers, who proceeded to 
make most valuable improvements in the 
paying out machinery, as did the electricians 
in their apparatus. The Niagara and Aga- 
memnon were again detailed forthe service, 
together with the British steamers Valorous, 
Gorgon and Porcupine. 

‘The attempts of this year are fresh in the 
minds of our readers, The telegraph ficet 
consisted of the United States steam frigate 
Niagara, and her Majesty's steamers Aga- 
memnon, Valorous, and Gorgon. They left 
Plymouth June 10th, the cable angmented to 
a total length of 2970 miles. This time, too, 
the plan of operation was changed, so that 
the fleet was to proceed to mid-ocean, there 
join the cable, and proceed with one half to 
Valentia Bay and with the other to Trinity 
Bay. The weather was so unfavorable that 
they did not arrive at mid-ocean until the 
25th of June. ‘The first splice was made be- 
tween the Niagara and Agamemnon on the 
morning of Saturday, the 26th of June, and 
after each ship had paid out about three 
miles, the cable broke on board the Niagara. 
A fresh splice was made, and again lowered 
over at half-pist seven. At one o'clock on 
the morning of the 27th, about forty miles 
having been paid out, the cable broke again, 
and noexplanation of the breakage has yet 
been offered. On the 28th, the vessels again 
met, spliced the wire, proceeded on their 
way, and everything worked well till the 
night of the 29th, when another break oc- 
curred, It was subsequently ascertained that 
the cable parted aboyt six fathoms from the 
stern of the Agamemnon, About 400 miles 
of the cable were lost during these trials. 

The news of this failure was sad indeed. 
It created something like a panic. Poor 
Field was in sore trouble. ‘The Company 
were somber and blank. For atime evyery- 
thing seemed lost. This feeling, however, 
was buttemporary. Saxon and Anglo-Sax- 
on spirit and energy is not crushed by one, 
two, a dozen, or a’ thousand defeats.

The rest is known, ‘The glad hearts of 
millions of mankind have rejoiced over the 
glorious achievement, Its success has been 
celebrated in every form that can giye ex- 
pression to an exultant people. ‘Thought 
and feeling has flashed from one end of this 
countinent to another ; and the glad tidings 
are doubtless to-day echoing over the erviliz- 
ed globe, Henectorward a new era spans 
the great arch of history ; an arch irradiated 
with hues more splendid than the rainbow, 
more brilliant than the great orb of day it- 
self,

AN APENNINE ADVENTURE. 


While stopping in Florence, at the Casa 
del Bello,” my companion and guide was 
James L, Grover, an American painter of 
some note, whom I had known well in the 
It was Sunday evening, 
and on the following day I was to start for 
Bologna. Grover and mysclf sat npon one 
of the balconies of our chamber, engaged in 
conversation over our cigars, and after we 
had talked awhile of the various things we 
had seen during the day, he asked me if he 
had ever told me of his adventures upon the 
Apennines. I told him I had never heard it. 

“Then I must tell it to you,’’ he said, 
throw ing away his cigar, and taking a sip of 
wine. 

T lighted a fresh cigar, and he related to me 
as follows :— 

“Four years ago this summer my brother 
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and two sisters yisited me here in Florence. 
They spent two weeks with me, and then 
started for Venice, by the way of Bologna, 
where they had friends whom they were anx- 
ious to see. Ishould have gone with them 
had I not been engaged upon a work which I 
had promised to have done within a given 
time ; but, as it was, we made the thing 
work very well, for my brother expected two 
thousand dollars by the hands of a friend who 
was shortly expected from Rome, and it was 
arranged that I should take the money when 
it came, and bring it with me to Venice when 
I got ready to meet them there. My brother 
left the necessary document for the obtaining 
of the money, and in due time set out. 

“On the very next day I was taken ill, and 
was confined to my bed a week, but I got out 
and finished my work just as the friend ar- 
rived from Rome with the money. He de- 
livered it into my hands upon the production 
of my brother's written instructions, and I 
set the next Monday as the day on which I 
would start. I was really not fit to under- 
take such a journey, but’ I could not miss 
secing my sisters once more hefore they re- 
turned home. I could have sent the money 
easily enough, but I promised myself too 
much pleasure with my dear relatives in Ve- 
nice to miss it now, 

‘‘Monday morning came, and I could not 
arise from my bed without assistance. A 
sort of neuralgic affection had seized all my 
nerves, and I was forced to stay in doors, and 
to resort to hot baths and medicine, But on 
the following morning I felt able to start, and 
I did so. Upon reaching Pistoja I learned 
that there was no diligence to leave before the 
next day. I could not stand this. I was al- 
ready behind my time, and, if the thing could 
be accomplished, I must go on. There was a 
diligence under the shed, but no one to drive 
it. ‘But can't we have some one ?’ I asked. 
‘If Signor will pay,’’ was the laconic reply. 
Of course I would pay; and thought the sum 
charged was a -pretty round one, yet I did 
not hesitate. The lumbering vehicle was 
dragged out ; four miscrable-looking horses 
were attached, and then a yoke of stout oxen 
| hitched on ahead of them, ‘T'wo rough-look- 
ing fellows were provided, ore as a vetturino, 
(postillion,) and the other to drive the oxen. 
Thus provided, I took my seat, and the dili- 
gence started, 

“We were to cross the Apennines by the 
Pass of La Collina, and just began to ascend 
the rugged meuntain path when I heard a 
loud hallooing behind, and in a moment the 


diligence stopped. 
**What's the matter? Iasked, poking my 


head out through the opening by my side. 
“*'Pwo men want toride,’ returned the 
vetturino, 
*But I have hired the diligence, and am 
ina hurry; so drive on, If they wish to 
ride they must wait until to-morrow.’ 


“It won't make a bit of difference,’ they | 
said. ‘We'll go just as fast; and, besides, 
they'll pay us something,’ 

“By this time the cause of all the trouble 
made its appearance in the shape of two dark 
visaged, black-bearded, powerful men, who 
looked ugly enough for the incarnation of | 
murder. I recognized one of them as a fel- 
low whom I had seen hanging about the ho- | 
tel at Florence, and the other I was confident 
Thad caught .a glimpse of just as the dili- 
gence left the yard at Pistoja. |

«Ugh !' he grunted, with another shrug 
of the broad, massive shoulders, and an aw- 
ful scowl of the face. 


“We had now begun to ascend the moun- 
tain in good carnest, and our pace was slow | 
and lumbering. The fellow who drove the 
oxen made noise enough for an army, while 
the blows upon both oxen and horses fell hard 
and thick, but without accomplishing any- 
thing. Had I been alone, I might have en- 
joyed the magnificent seenery which unfolded | 
itself below us as we crept up the’ Collina ; 
but as it was I could not think of anything 
saye the two men who had forced themselves 
upon me. Pretty soon one of them spoke, | 
and though I appeared not to notice them, 
yet I could see that they were watching me | 
closely. 

“Death and destruction !’ he uttered in 
his own tongue, ‘we shall be over the preci- 
pice if that drunken driver is not careful ! 
« T read the fellow’s purpose in a moment, | 


and nota movement betrayed my understand-

With 
ull its power, the human intellect has a limit 
whore it must pause, wearied in its flight,and 
let another mind, undimmed and unwearied, 
take mp the labor, and carry it still further 
onward, Such has ever been the fact in all 
the discoveries in science and in art.

the subject of steam as a motive power, from
